E call you by this latter name, be-

poetical and mournful ftrains of holy 
David, when himſelf was in danger from 
his enemies on every fide, are expreſſed in 
the ſame turn of thought. 

Many of the beautiful deſcriptions of 
other prophets alſo, when ſpeaking of the 
calamities brought upon the nations by 
war, idolatry, or fin, are illuſtrated by the 
ſame compariſon. | 

There want not alſo ſcriptural expreſ- 
ſions, in bold and ſtriking language, to be 
applied to the element of fire, where we 
are ſurrounded by it, or to its dreadful ef- 
fects, by ſuffocation or choaking. 


The 
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The Almighty hath the command of, | 
and ſetteth bounds to, the fire as well as 
the water; and faith to it in its full rage 
and fury, ** Hitherto ſhalt thou come, and 
no further ; and here ſhall thy proud flames 
be ſtayed.” God can quench the violence 
of fire; he can ſave men, pulling them out 
of the fire; he can cauſe, that the fire ſhall 
have no power upon their bodies; or if, like 
the poor man's ſon in the Goſpel, we oft- 
times fall into the fire, and oft-times into 
the water *, yet Jeſus can rebuke both ele- 
ments ſo that they ſhall not hurt us, 

He can turn aſide the edge of the ſword, 
or any deadly weapon lifted up againſt us. 

Many perilous accidents there are from 
numberleſs cauſes, to which frail mortality 
is ſubject ; but God has the ſovereign dil- 
poſal of them all: He ſuffers every thing 
to take place according to his good plea- 


This ſhould caution all perſons ſubject to fits, to 


keep a ſafe diflar.ce from both fire and water at all 


times; and to have wire-ſcreens for fire, when alone. 
Female-dreſs is indeed always doubly ex poſed to fire. 
ſure; 
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ſure; and under him, and by his bleſſing, 
our brethren and fellow Chriſtians often 
aſſt and ſave the lives one of another; but 
until the preſent age, fruitful in ſome good 
works, never have men attempted by me- 
thod and rule, as a Society, to reſtore in 
many caſes to life thoſe that were ſeems 
ingly dead beyond hopes of recovery, 
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N the midſt of life we are in death: of 
whom may we ſeek for ſuccour, but of 
Thee, O Lord, who for our fins art juſtly 
diſpleaſed ?
